OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's remarks 


Mr. Duff referred to what he had said at the last meeting of the Board and to his 
subsequent meeting with senior student administrators and the press. He quoted with 
approval the statement by the D.S.A. in a recent issue of "The Georgian" expressing its 
faith in the Administration and in the University. 


Mr Duff then gave the floor to Father Graham who spoke of the recent death of the 
Reverend Harry Wardell, S.J., a member of the Faculty of Engineering, whose funeral 
service 1s to be held on December 12 in Loyola Chapel. Father Graham also spoke of the 
death of Mrs. Evelyn Monahan who had been a long time employee of Loyola College. 


The Chairman instructed the Secretary to send notes of sympathy to the bereaved 
families. 


2. Minutes of the previous (November 13) meeting. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved. 


3. Business arising out of the minutes. 


(i) Amendment to the By-laws 


The Chairman referred to a notice of motion from the D.S.A. to amend the 
By-laws and a subsequent motion from the G.S.A. with the same intent

but without the proper time limit. The Board agreed to waive the 
requirement in this second notice of motion. 


The following motion was then moved, seconded and carried unanimously: 


"Be it resolved to amend sub-section (C) (i) of Article 12 of Section 
V - Governors - of the By-laws of Concordia University to read: 
‘One (1) Governor who shall be nominated by the Day Students’

Association on the Sir George Williams Campus'. 


The Board then addressed itself to the motion put forward by the G.S.A. 
and the following motion was moved, seconded and carried: 


"Be it resolved that Section V: Governors, Article 12 (C) (v) of the 
By-laws be amended to read: 'One (1) Governor who shall be 
nominated by the Graduate Students’ Association of Sir George 
Williams'." 


After this amendment had been passed, the following motion was moved, 
seconded and carried: 


"Be it resolved to amend Article 13 to read in part: 

‘Governors who are elected by virtue of their office in Article 12 
(A) shall be Governors for the duration of their term of office. 
Governors who are elected under Article 12 (C) shall have a term of

Future of the P.T.S.A. 


The Rector referred to the proposal which he had circulated at the last meeting of the 
Board and to an alternative proposal from the P.T.S.A. Trustees which had just been 
distributed to Governors. Because this second proposal had just been circulated, the 
Rector thought it best to let both proposals be tabled in order to allow him time to 
discuss them with representatives of the P.T.S.A. Trustees. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, it was agreed that the two proposals be tabled for 
discussion and for a report to be made to the next meeting of the Board. 


Task Force on Council Organization for the Student Services Area 


The two motions from the Task Force which had been submitted to the November 
meeting were brought forward. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the motion in the name of Prof. Gilsdorf and Mr. 
Ouellet was carried unanimously, as follows: 


"RESOLVED THAT: the Task Force, in order that we may have a framework 
within which to consider as many structures as possible, approach the Board of 
Governors and ask that we not be confined by Item No. 2 of Dr. O'Brien's 
memorandum of September 29, 1975 to members of the Board and approved by 
them on October 9, 1975." 


The motion in the name of Mr. Secord and Mr. Timmons was discussed briefly. This 
follows: 


"RESOLVED THAT: the Task force on the-Council Organization of Student 
Services present a workable definition to the Board of Governors of "Council 
Organization for the Student Services Area". The definition includes the following 
points: 


1. Definition of Student Services 

2. Power and Mandate of Decision-making Body as Set Up 
3. Structure and Membership 

4. Representational Base 

5.Accountability 

6. Administrative Support 

7. Financial Base for Administrative Structure 

8. Priorities 

9. Financial Flow 

10. Administration Contribution to Student Services for Utilization of Services 
11. Time Schedule for Implementation of Recommendations." 


On a motion duly made and seconded it was agreed that the motion be received. 


The Rector had distributed at the meeting a memorandum to the Board from 
himself, dated December 10, 1975, and bringing together the salient documents 
from July 14, 1975 to December 10, 1975, on this matter of the Task Force. 
These documents gave the past history of the Task Force and the final document 
was a memorandum to the Board containing the Rector's recommendations as to 
what should now take place. Dr. O'Brien went through the various documents and 
then explained in detail and with reasons his three recommendations. 


Dr. O'Brien's first recommendation had, in fact, been dealt with by the 
Gilsdorf-Ouellet motion referred to above, and was not proceeded with. 


The Rector then moved recommendation 2 and this was seconded and was thus 
before the meeting for discussion. 


In the discussion which followed, the student view, with the exception of that of 
the P.T.S.A. representative, was that the Task Force should be kept to 20 
members. Various alternatives to the Rector's approach were proposed. 


The mover and seconder agreed to change the wording of the motion to require 
that the new members be selected on a campus basis. With this change the motion 


became: 


"That the Board increase the membership of the Task Force as follows 
four members of the professional staff, two from each campus, chosen as 
described below: 

four students, two from each campus, chosen as described below:

The Chairman of the Task Force will advertise the Board of 
Governors decision in the student newspapers and by circular 
letter, asking for nominations for each of the two groups. 


With regard to the professional staff, nominations supported by 
five signatures will be received by the Chairman of the Task Force. 
Elections by the professional staff from among the nominations 
received will be held on each campus, monitored by the Office of 
the Dean of Students in conjunction with the student associations. 
The Chairman of the Task Force will receive and publish the names 
of those elected. 


With regard to the student representatives, nominations supported 
by twenty signatures will be received by the Chairman of the Task 
Force. In order to diversify membership of the enlarged Task Force 
any student shall be eligible except for those who hold or who have 
held political office in the LSA, DSA, LESA, ESA, PTSA or GSA. 
Elections by the Students from among the nominations received 
will be held on each campus, monitored by the student associations 
in conjunction wit the Office of the Dean of Students. The 
Chairman of the Task Force will receive and publish the names of 
those elected." 


In this form, the motion was then put to the vote and carried, with three 
voting against it. 


The Rector then moved the third recommendation, namely "that the Board 
of Governors receive the resolutions addressed to it." This was duly 
seconded and carried. 


Committee Reports 

There were no committee reports. 

Rector's Remarks 

The Rector had no further remarks to make. 


Staff Reports 


There were no staff reports. 


Correspondence 


The Chairman informed the Board that a letter of thanks had been received from Mrs. B. 
McCallum for the letter of sympathy which the Board had sent her after the death of her 
husband. Mr. Duff also referred to the letter of November 24 from the Acting President 
of the G.S.A. which had been distributed to Governors. 


New Business 


(i) Senate motion of November 21, 1975 


This motion reads: 


"that Senate recommends to the Board of Governors that the 
S.G.W. Science Faculty Council be enlarged to include the 
Chairman of the S.G.W. Psychology Department, or delegate". 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board accepted this 
recommendation. 


(11) Liquor licence for Concordia University 


Mr. Chambers referred to recent changes in the Quebec laws concerning 
liquor permits, changes which affect permits for universities from August 
15, 1975. Certain types of permits can be applied for by the University 
and certain procedures have to be followed. Concordia will have to 


designate a senior Administrative Officer to sign for permits and three 
Board Members will be required to support the requests. 


Mr. Chambers then introduced the following motion, which was duly 
seconded and carried: 


"Be it resolved that the Board of Governors of Concordia 
University invest in Mr. A. Woodcock,. Assistant Vice-Rector, 
Services, the authority to request the appropriate kind and number 
of liquor permits for Concordia University, any such permits to be 
signed for on behalf of the University by Mr. Woodcock. Be it 
further resolved that the Board appoint the three Board Members 
required to support the permits that may be requested." 


The Rector pointed out that the. status of, the, Loyola Campus Centre 
must be looked into in view of these changes in the liquor laws. 


The Chairman undertook to appoint the three Board Members referred to 
in the resolution. 


9. Date and Place of next meeting 


The Chairman announced that the next meeting of the Board would be held on January 8 
at noon in the Hall Building. 


10. Adjournment 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 2:30 p.m.
